Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 27.—Those

Not Bound by Party Lines. 

Broadly speaking, he will, as he has 
said on several occasions, do all in his 
power to help the men who stood by 
him and his policies formulated during 
his years in the white house, but he 
is noncommittal as to whether he ex- 
pects to carry this to that point of 
coming out openly in favor of the re- 
pudlicans all over the country who he 
considers standing for his policies. He 
does say, however, that he must for- 
get factional differences and even 
party lines, and support the men and 
things which he believes to stand for 
the best interests of the country as a 
whole. But he has not made up his 
mind when he will take any decided 
stand. 

The republican situation in this 
state is shifting so rapidly that the 
colonel says he is having trouble keep- 
ing pace with it. 

People Must Choose, Says Fioosevelt. 

He repeated his recent declaration 
that the people must choose their man 
for governor and that his nomination 
must result from this fact, and not be- 
cause one man or one set of men 
wanted him. To this statement he 
added that he had not even decided 
whether to attend the republican state 
convention at Saratoga. 

When the colonel heard the news of 
the Ohio republican convention he was 
silent and motionless in his chair fora 
full minute. He looked as though he 
wanted to say something, and the in- 
terviewers leaned forward for his ex- 
pected statement on Ohio politics.

New York, July 27.—At the opening 
of the cotton market today Frank P. 
Hayne, one of the New Orleans bu!! 
leaders, bid 15.30 for 50,000 bales of 
July, and then 15.35 for 25,000 bales. 
This started a rush of «covering by 
belated shorts, and inside of the first 
half hour July cotton hada sold at 
16.10, or 73 points above the closing 
figures of last night. The shorts 
found very little cotton for sale, and 
are estimated to have secured less than 
1,000 bales on the advance. 

The rest of the market was also 
very excited, and business was very 
active, with August and new crop 
positions selling at 25@27 points above 
last night’s prices on genera] buying, 
covering by recent selling as a result 
of continued dry, hot weather in 
Texas, bullish crop reports and talk 
of a better trade demand. 

Bulla Take Up 200,000 Bales. 

Trading in July will be over at noon 
next Friday, and it is estimated that 
by the end of the month the bull lead- 
ers wil} have taken up at least 200,000 
bales of cotton on July contracts, in 
addition to the large amount of cotton 
they received during May.

IN KING'S OATH 


Slap at Roman Catholics 
Is Eliminated. 


Parliament So Amends That 
King Has Only to Declare “‘I 
am Faithful Protestant.”’ 
Elimination of Reference to 


Church of England. 


London, July 27.—The king's ascen- 
Sion declaration bill in an amended 
form passed its second reading in the 
house of commons today by a vote of 
410 to 84. The bill as it now stands 
provides that the pronouncement 
Catholicism shall be eliminated and 
the clause “and declare that I am a 
faithful Protestant” substituted. 

The nonconformists showed strong 
Opposition tothe original substitut- 
ing clause which read “and declare 
that I am as, faithful member of the 
Protestant church as by law estab- 
lished in England,” and the premier 
finally accepted their amendment. 

It is belived that all the difficulties 
have now been removed and that the 
bil] will survive the committee stage 
and be accepted by the house of lords 
without further trouble. 

During the discussion in the com- 
mons today, several anti-Catholic so- 
cleties gathered near the parliament 
and a number of “no popery” pla- 
cards were displayed.

Federation Acts on Dur- 
ham Mines Affair. 


Report of Committee Is Re- 
viewed by the Federation of 
Trades and Action Is Taken 
After a Full Review of the 
Whole Matter. 


The Atlanta Federation of Trades 
last night received from its special 
committee a full and complete report 
upon the Durham mines incident which 
has been so much and so frequently 
discussed among organized labor, ani 
unanimously adopted it. 

The reading of the report by Presi- 
dent S. B. Marks was given the closest 
attention. 

Text of Heport. 

The following is the report of the 
special committee: 

To the Atlanta Federation of Trades. Fellow 
Delegates: Your executive committee to whom 
was entrusted the duty of inquiring into the action 
of Governor Joseph M. Brown in sending a com- 
pany of militia to the mines of the Lookout 
Coal and Coke Company at Durham, Ga., on the 
night of May 25, 191 @pbeg leave to submit the 
following report: 

1. On July 7th inst. we sent to the governor 
the following communication: 

‘‘Hon. Joseph M. Brown, City. Dear Bir: At a 
recent meeting of the Atlanta Federation oft 
Trades, the undersigned were directed to make 
full, impartial inquiry inte the facts and law 
concerning the sending of a military company to 
the mines of the Lookout.Coal and Coke Company, 
in Walker county, regarding some differences 
there arising betwen certain Italian employees 
and the compan) In order that the facts may 
be reliably and officially ascertained, and that 
no injustice be done to any one concerned in the 
premises, we respectfully inquire if you will 
furnish ‘us with a statement of such facts, as 


officially reported and on file in the executive | 


office* And oblige, your obediant servants.'’

TULBRING CLAIMS 


Southern and A., B. & A. 
Say LossesWere Small. 


Said Greatest Loss as Result of 
Car Shortage Was on Central 
of Georgia, the Only Other 
Line Handling Fruit From the 
South Georgia Peach Belt.

Southern Railway officials say that 
loss of peaches on thelr line as a 
result of inability to furnish cars and 
ice was comparatively small. 

Officials of the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic say there was no loss at 


all on their lines from this cause. 

The Central of Georgia Rallway is 
the only other line handling the fruit 
out of the south Georgia peach belt, 
and the indications are that the bulk 
of the loss of growers occurred on its 
lines. 

This loss, General Manager I. 
Fleming, of the Georgia Fruit 
change, has stated, will be between 300 
and 400 cars, worth more than $100,000. 

The Constitution sought statements 
from ‘all the rallroads concerned re- 
garding this loss and the responsibility 
for it, but officials of the Central of 
Georgia stated they were not prepared 
to Say anything at this time, though 
they might make a statement later. 

It is said the roads will probably 
attempt to make the refrigerator car 
lines stand whatever loss they are held 
responsible for, or, at any rate, a part 
of it.

Columbus, Ohio, July 27.—With a 
candidate for governor who was nomi- 
nated by a combination of regulars and 
progressives and ai platform pro- 
nounced good by the former element 
and 99 per cent good by the latter 
section of the party, the Ohlo re- 
publican convention broke up and went 
home today in a state of much content- 


ment. 

Harding Everybody's Second Choice. 

Warren WG. Harding, the nominee for 
governor, was at various times in the 
preliminary squabbles of the convention 
described as “every body's second 
choice.”. He is the editor of a news- 
paper at Marion, Ohio; he has been 
lieutenant governor of the state, and 
has been a tentative candidate for gov- 
ernor and United States senator. He 
is know'n In the state as an effective 
stump-speaker. 

Until today, however, it had appear- 
ed beyond reasonable expectation that 
the convention could arrive at the 
consideration of any second choices 
without a long and bitter struggle. 

George B. Cox, of Cincinnati. had 
declared that he would stay with Judge 
Oren B. Brown, of Dayton, to the 
thirtieth ballot if necessary: the 
“progressives’"’ were refusing to con- 
sider anybody but James R. Garfield, 
who was not, however, an announced 
candidate, and the men ordinarily 
identified with the national admin- 
istration side and state politics were 
supposed to be hopelessly divided be- 
tween Secretary gf State Carmi 
Thompson and Mr. Harding. 

Finteh of Fight Peculiar. 


The finish of the fight was peculiar. 

James R. Garfield announced that 
his name would not be presented as a 
candidate. Simultaneously, Secretary 
Thompson withdrew from the field 
and, like Garfield, without any an- 
nounced reason. 

Mr. Cox broke the news of Secre- 
tary Thompson's withdrawal on the 
convention floor and the Brown men 
for the first time claimed a victory on 
the first ballot. Then the Cuyahoga 
county delegation. of which Senator 
Burton was chairman, threw 76 votes 
to Congressman Nicholas Longworth. 

Judge Brown, who was second on the 
first ballot with 413 votes, dropped to 
363 on the second ballot, and the Long- 
worth vote increased from $2 to 164.

Pleasanton, Kan. July 27.—In a

SENATE. CALLE 
ANOMALOUS’ BODY 


House Defeats Bill to In- 
crease Senatorial Districts 


Members of House Claim That 
Senate Is Not, as Present 
Constituted, Representative. 
Charged With Being a ‘Petty 
Juggling Political Machine.” 


There will be no increase in the num- 
ber of senatorial districts in this state 


yet a While. 

After hearing its legislative partner 
—the senate—fiercely assailed and de- 
nounced as an “anomolous body, exist- 
ing without reason and representing 
nobody nor anything,” the’ house of 
representatives voted yesterday after- 
noon to defeat the bill by Mr. Hule, of 
Clayton, which provided that the num- 
ber of senatorial districts shall be in- 
creased from 44 to 60. 

The measure, if passed, would have 
had the effect of giving one senator 
each of the ecolunties of Fulton, Chat- 
ham, Richmond, Floyd and Muscogee, 
the five big counties of the state, and 
the other districts would have been 80 
divided as to make the total number of 
districts sixty. 

“The Georgia senate, as at present 
de- 
clared Mr. Hall, of Bibb, in support of 
the measure. “It has no place in 
democratic government and represents 
nobody nor anything.” 

Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, took prac- 
tically the same position, only he was 
more vigorous in his argument. 

Mr. Alexander's Positics. 

“The senate, as at present consti- 
tute,” said he, “is nothing more thap 
a little petty juggling political ma- 
chine, due to the system of rotation in 
electing members to that office. 

“Under this rotation system, which 
provides that no senator shall succeed 
himself, regardiess of his merit, two- 
thirds of the counties of this state 
are disfranchised all the time because 
they are not allowed under the present 
plan to .ave a voice in the election of 
the senator from that district. The 
tendency, therefore, is to fill the senate 
with men who have no excuse for be- 
ing there. What we need is a demo- 
cratic government, where a senator 
represents something. The rotation 
system is the weak spot in our gov- 
ernment.” 

Mr. Alexander's position was based 
on the allegation that with senatorial 
districts composed of more than one 
county and with each county taking its 
turn every two years in electing a 
senator, and with only the voters of 
the county from which he is selected 
voting to select him, the rest of the 
people in the district are without a 
representative in the senate until their 
turn comes to elect one. 

Amendment Is Offered. 

He offered an amendment to the Dill 
which, had it been carried, would have 
had the effect of remedying this al- 
leged evil. It would have abolished 
the system of rotation and the whole 
voting population of a senatorial dis- 
trict would be required and authorized 
to vote for any person the ydesired, re- 
gardiess of what county he may live 
in. 

This amendment was voted down. 

The house also voted down an amend- 
ment by Mr. Fullbright, of Burke, pro- 
viding for an increase in the number 
of districts from 44 to 60, but provid- 
ing that after the measure is approved 
by the people the next general as-

Was Consideration 


When the hour of adjournment ar- 
rived at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
the house of representatives had under 
consideration the bi)l by Mr. MeEi- 
reath, of Fulton, which, if adopted, will 
make it possible to abolish justice 
courts in cities of more than 60,000 in- 
habitants. 

The bill provides that the constitu-

ATLANTA IS. SECOND 


IN CURRENCY ISSUE 


National Association of 
City Placed High by 


Secretary of Treasury. 


The Atlanta National Currency As- 
sociation will in all probability, 
shortly go on record in the United 
States treasury department as the 
second body of its kind in the coun- 
try authorized to issue additional cur- 
rency during financial crises. To the 
association all of the local national 
ban**s, as well as a number of others 
thruuaghout this section of the state 
belong, and only a slight change in 
one of the by-laws of the association, 
as it stands today, is necessary in or- 
der for the body to be placed on rec- 
ord as the second of its kind in the 
country. That this change will be 
made witpin the next few days, the 
officers of the association feél certain. 

The matter was secently taken up 
by Colonel Robert J. Lowry, president 
of the currency association. Colonel 
Lowry wrote Secretary of the Treas- 
ury MacVeagh relative to the propo- 
sition, and learned that al] the At- 
lanta organization needeq to become 
eligible under the law was the change 
of one by-law. Since that time he 
has taken up the matter with the f- 
ferent members of the association, and 
he stated yesterday that he believes 
this change will be made within the 
next few days. The by-law necessi- 
tating the change is said to refer to 
the withdrawal of a bank fiom the 
Organization 

The act allowing national banks to 
issue currency during times of money 
stringency was passed by congress 
March 30), 1908. It is known as the 
Aldrich-Vreelang act, and provides 
that, under @ertain conditions, national 
banks may organize for the purpose 
of self-protection during financial 
panics, to which end they may issue 
currency to a certain amount, depend- 
aldo upon the size of the banks and 
other conditions. ° 

Immediately upon the passage of 
this act, the national banks of Wash- 
ington, D.C., organized an association 
such as the Aldrich-Vreeland act pro- 
vided for. The New York nationa! 
banks did likewise, as later did the 
local national banks, together with 
others from this section of the state. 
. On account of slight discrepancies 
in thg By-laws of both the New York 
and the Atlanta organizations, how- 
ever, they have not been, up to this 
time, accepted as having complied 
strictly with the provisions of the act 
It is the purpose of Colonel Lowry, 
the officerrm and the members of the 
association to do this at once, and since 
ao similar movement is being made in 
New York, Atlanta will then stand 
second on the list. i 

In speaking of the matter yesterday 
afternoon, Colonel Lowry stated that 
while the members of the association 
sincerely hope never to be called upon 
to use the power to issue currency. 
they feel that the precaution ig at 
least worth while.

“DIAGNOSING” GEORGIA’S.ROADS. 

The process of “diagnosing” Georgia’s roads is vividly illus- 
trated in photographs published elsewhere and made by The: Con- 
stitution’s staff photographer on the present path-finding tou 
“*Round Georgia.” P 

The particular strip of water-ridden road here shown is on 
what is called the Homerville route, on the stretch through Clinch 
county, between Valdosta and Waycross. 

The strenuous, but serio-comic, experience of the pathfinders 
here caught by Price’s camera is of unique value in determining 
that the contest-tour itself cannot, as originally planned, go straight 
via the Homerville route. A slight detour northward will be nec- 
essary to escape frequent fords and soggy roads. 

Incidentally, it may be remarked that’ the experiment that 
causes this change of routing 1s of object-lesson value to the peo- 
ple of Clinch.

Let 
the legislature pass this bill at once 
as the first step towards a complete 
and symmetrical educational system 
eas far as our laws can make is a 
possibility. 

But the ignoring of the high school 
is not the only evidence of stupidity 
which the constitytion of 77 con- 
tains, It also provideg for the taxin 
of college endowments, a very rare an 
utterly indefensible provision which 
has hampered the colleges of Georgia 
too long. Three-fourths of the states 
of the union show greater wisdom and 
liberality towards their institutions 
of higher learning. 

The app meer ne weakness of the 
south in educational equipment is a 
condition which all enlightened pa- 
triotg should endeavor to change as 
quickly as possible. In the new era of 
an expanding material prosperity, it 
is of vital importance that the ideals 
of culture and service as objectified 
in the colleges of the south should be 
properly exalted. To this end let all 
types of institutions be properly en- 
couraged. Agricultural andi tech- 
nical instruction will certainly increase 
the wealth of our people. Let the 
ong ee wet to provide these disciplines 

e properly sustained. 

But what of those ‘institutions 
founded by .Christian patriots decades 
ago and maintained since by the gifts 
of consecration, whose function it is 
to contribute largely to the moral 
leadership of our people? Shall con- 
templated gifts to them be discouraged 
or, when made despite this discour- 
agement, be decreased by this tariff on 
enlightenment? Such a policy cannot 
be vindicated by an appeal to the mot- 
to of wisdom. justice and moderation 
of which we boast. Nor does the char- 
acter of service rendered by the gradu- 
ates of the denominational colleges in 
Georgia give the slightest warrant for 
the imposing upon them the burden 
of taxation which they have been car- 
rying since 1877. Neither by abstract 
principles nor experience can this tax- 
ation be justified. 

The denominational colleges of Geor- 
gia have-sent their graduates in large 
numbers into the educational work, a 
field of great need in the past and into 
which, if the welfare of the future 
is to be realized. many men of char- 
acter and culture must go. To out- 
law high schools and to hamper instil- 
tutions in which many of the high 
school teachers are trained are policies 
of consummate folly. To determine 
which is the more foolish would re- 
quire a judicial intelligence of a. high 
order, but sense sufficient for the pro- 
verbial ‘wayfaring man is enough to 
discover that neither is defensible. 

It is true that some educational doc- 
trinaires of the present are declaring 
that the churches’ should mot maintain 
colleges, but it is’ not believed that 
they have many followers in Georgia. 
If they have, these disciples remain 
discreetly silent. If there be such, and

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HOKE SMITH READY 
WITH FIRST SPECK 


Has. Carefully Revised 
Opening Speech to Be 
Made at Waycross. 


Former Governor Hoke Smith has 
been urged to deliver a speech at Tif- 
ton on next Friday evening en route 
from Waycross, where he speaks that 
morning, to Macon, where he speaks 


on Saturday evening. 
Mr. Smith has been advised that if 


he will consent to address a gathering 
at Tifton on Friday evening, scores 
and even hundreds of his supporters 
from the surrounding counties . will 
be on hand to hear him. He has not 
yet decided definitely. 

Last night Mr. Smith completed his 
final revision of the address he will 
make at Waycross, in which he will 
formally announce for the first time 
the issues on, which he will seek the 


the governorship. 

Mr. Smith will devote considerabie 
attention to the state’s finances and 
the question of the payment of the 
school teachers. He ts opposed to the 
plan advocated by Governor brown 
that a bond issue of $600,000 should 
be authorized, and has suggested, as 
an alternative that the governor's bor- 
rowing power be increased from $200,- 
to $600,000 to meet casual deficiencies. 
Both plans would require a constitu- 
tional amendment. 

Another plan suggested by former 
Governor Smith is to offer a special 
discount to the railroads and publie- 
service corporations of one per cent, 
provided they will make their pay- 
ments two or three months earlier. 
Instead of waiting until December 320, 
as they are now allowed under the 
law to do, he would give them a spe- 
ola] discount for paying their taxes in 
August, when the state's finances 
reach their lowest ebb. These classes 
of taxpayers make their returns di- 
rect to the comptroller general. 

In a circular letter sent out by the 
Smith headquarters it is stated that 
“Governor Smith handled the financial 
affairs of the state for two years and 
met all the obligations as they ma- 
tured without a bond issue. He be- 
lieves every requirement of the situa- 
tion can be met without either bonds 
or borrowing.” 

Of course the payments to the school 
teachers are always from six months 
to a year behiind because the schools 
when originally started ran a whole 
year before any tax assessment wa&s 
made for their maintenance. ’ 

H. Y¥. MeCorg and R. J. Griffin are 
continuing thelr indefatigable work 
for Mr. Smith and express the utmost 
confidence in the outcome. They say 
conditions look more favorable even 
than in 1906, when Mr. Smith swept 
the state.

The action of Judge Newt Morris. 
of the Blue Ridge circuit, in connec- 
tion with the appointment of reg‘s- 
trars for Gilmer county, which reg- 
istrars were alleged in a petition to 
the court to be unduly partisan and 
named in order to give the Morris fac- 
tion an advantage in the county, was 
upheld in a decision handed down on 
Wednesday by the supreme court. 

The registrars named by . Judge 
Morris under the new registration 
law, to purge the voting list, struck 
therefrom some 300 names of citizens 
of the county. These citizens com- 
plained that the action was the result 
of political prejudice,and was don> 
in order to strengthen the hold of the 
Morris faction on the county. They 
sought to mandamus Jurge Morris to 
compel him to name a _ bDi-partisan 
board of registrars. 

The petition of the Gilmer county 
citizens was heard by Judge Bell, of 
the Fulton county superior court. He 
| decided that he was without jurisdic- 
tion to pass on the case. The supreme 
court upholds this view, and says, in 
deciding the case of Elliott et al. ver- 
sus Hipp et al.: 


What the Court Says. 


“When duties are imposed on a 
judge of a superior court as an offi- 
cer, another judge of the superior 
court has no power to issue a man- 
damus to compel the perfomance of 
such duties. ser 
“The allegations that a judge is 
active in aiding one faction of a po- 
litical party in a county to gain con- 
tro] of the party and the politics of 
the county in order to further his po- 
litical purposes and interests and 
those of a faction with which he is 
in sympathy, do not. disqualify him 
from passing on an application to en- 
join the registrars from filing a reg- 
istration list alleged to have. been pre- 
pared by them with the names of cer- 
tain persons opposing such faction 
illegally left off for the purpose of 
gaining such control, and to compel 
them by mandamus to place such 
names on the registration list. 

“While the petition and the amend- 
ment thereto aver political interest 
and activity on the part of the judge 
in whose jurisdiction the case falls, 
and an attem and conspiracy on his 
part with others to dominate and con- 
tro] the politics of the county in his 
own interests and that of others, the 
allegations made do not show that he 
has any pecuniary interest in the re- 
sult~ of the litigation, nor do they

Far be it from us to holler, ‘iRobbeé 
by the umpires,” as this is a bush 
league stunt of the purest ray serene; 
but, if ever a team was robbed by the 
umpire, the Crackers suffered that 
kind of a fate in Birmingham; and 
the ump’s name was Conahan.

That would probably have worked, 
had it been but one game, but for two 
Cracker hurlers to force in runs, and 
neither one of them reputed as being 
“wild” twirlers, there must be some- 
thing in it. 

An Atlanta traveling man who wit- 
nessed the games in question said that 
the calling of “strikes “balls” was 
so marked that no one could help but 
comment on it, and that on the oc- 
casion of the ‘ast game, the one Keiber 
twirled, he got so disgusted that he 
got up and ieft the game. 

President Heisman, of the Atlanta 
team, who was in the stand, suffered 
the same as this traveling man.

Maxwell “Q” Enters as Latest 
Car-Speedwell May Be With- 
drawn From the Pursuit Race. 
Practice Spins Will Start To- 
day After Two Days’ Rest. 


The last day of peace and quiet at 
the Speedway is over. Last night the 
last gob of cement was stuck in the 


last hole in the last unpatched section 
of track, and Superintendent Joe Coth- 
ran pronounces it finished and ready.

cars will swarm On the track in shoals, 
and there will be all kinds of prac- 
ticing until Friday night. 

the track, and he and his mechanician 
his intention of being the first man on 
the track, and he and his mechinician 
intend to go out a bit early in order 
to get in Mne and be ready for the 
opening of the track. Mr. Woodside’s 
car is now resplendent with a new 
galvanized iron racing tank, and looks 
more like the real goods than ever 
before. 

Mr. Woodside plang to secure a Na- 
tional to drive in the triangular match 
race. He was in with the Renault 
against the Wimpy Buick and _ the 
Stoddard Standard, and stood a swell 
chance of finishing third with the 
French machine, fast though it is. He 
now hopes to get Bill Oldknow’s Na- 
tional for the race, and, if he does, this 
should develop into as neat a three- 
cornered match race as was ever seen 
on a speedway. 

The National folk feel that they can 
beat the Buick, but W. E. Wimpy, 
owner of the Flint-made Redbird, 
says “No,” in an emphatic manner. In 
any event, the two Nationals and the 
Buick would make as pretty a race as 
a man could see. And there would be 
no brother-in-law act with the Na- 
tionals. Their drivers are ag keen to 
beat each other as to down the Buick— 
a little more so, in fact, for amateurs 
will drive the Nationals, while a pro- 
fessional will be at the wheel of the 
Wimpy machine. 

This is the only switch of cars that 
yesterday brought forth, but there was 
a new entry. This was another Max- 
well, this time a Model Q Sportsman. 
This machine is entered by the Max- 
well-Briscoe Southern Company, and 
will be driven by Marcellus Rambo.

STOCK PRICES RISE 
BY LEAPS AND BOUNDS 
Liquidation of Previous Day 
Said to Have n of 
Great Benefit. 


New York, July 27.—Today’s stock 
market underwent a violent reversal, 
with prices advancing by leaps and 
bounds, where yesterday they were 
breaking without sign of resistance. 
Speculative sentiment underwent a 
corresponding transformation, but with 
the usual confusion between cause and 
effect. The extensive liquidation ac- 
complished yesterday afforded great 
relief in itself, and to this was added, 
according to current rumor, some im- 
portant private settlements by which 
embarrassed accounts were taken over 
and the necessity thus averted of con- 
tinuing this sacrifice of securities in @ 
market in which the demand had be- 
come well nigh paralyzed. Brighter 
feeling, due to these reports, was el- 
iaaneot by a clearer perception of the 
local nature of the acute trouble which 
was forcing liquidation. In place of 
the supposed widespread sources of 
selling, based on general discourage- 
ment with the situation of trade and 
money markets, there emerged the con- 
viction that a confined area represent- 
ed the limits of the trouble. A renewed 
slump im Rock Island preferred to 54 
early in the day ‘was accepted as one 
index of the source of the difficulty. 

Many rumors became current of the 
shifting of large newly acquired hold- 
ings of various railroad stocks, reach- 
ing out from the western anthracite 
and trunk line field and into western 
and gouthwestern connections in the 
pursuance of an ambitious project of 
extension and merging. In addition to 
this source of weakness, it was sur- 
mised that over-extension in the high 
capitalization of various, new copper 
properties, small individuality was in 
process of correction. The maturity of 
loans in which the securities involved 
in those ventures figured as collateral 
was supposed to have given the oc- 
easion for the severe curtailment. The 
perception of these. special causes to- 
day put a new face on the demoralized 
appearance of things yesterday. 

o severe a decline as has been wit- 
nessej !n the last ten days is accom- 
panied inevitably by a large expansion 
of the short interest ina market. 
Usually nothing checks this short 
selling but an actual turn in the price 
movement itself. With that effected, 
the demand becomes urgent. Such was 
the case today, the demand from un- 
covered shorts making 2 a sub- 
stantial part of the large demand and 
the upbidding of prices. Testimony 
was offered by some of the commis- 
sion houses of a material growth of 
investment demand as well, attracted 
by the low level to which prices had 
fallen and the inviting rate of return 
afforded in consequence by dividend 
payments. London joined actively in 
the day’s buying on a sufficient. scale 
to affect the foreign exchange market. 
Subsidence of the forced liquidafion 
relieved that market of apprehensions 
in connection with the stock market 
settlement in progress. 

An example of the reversal of specu- 
lative form was found in the prefer- 
ence shown for the item of earnings in 
the United States Steel quarterly re- 
port over that of the unfilled tonnage 
on hand in the selection of a topic for 
discussion. The increase in the earn- 
ings over anticipations was pointed out 
as matter for encouragement, while 
little attention was paid to the excess 
over the estimates of the decreases in 
unfilled orders on hand. Expressions 
of confidence emanating from. the 
steel directors’ meeting and the opinion 
of the quarterly report [n The Iron 
age served to stimulate the more hope- 
ful feeling. There was a repetition, 
also, of the report of an agreé¢ment to 
reduce producTfén by the _ principa! 
copper producers and advance in 
price of that metal. 

The wild advance in the cotton mar- 
ket failed to destroy the increased con- 
fidence manifest in the stock market. 
The hazardous state of a part of the 
corn crop also lost its influence for the 
time being.

lurch. Just why the company 
over to Guierino, the padrone, 
of the men according to the payroll which they 
(the Italians) were to furnish to the coal com- 
pany on the tenth of each month, and which was 
furnished May 10th, under such lease gontract, is 
not made clear. Inddéed, it might have been rea- 
sonably contended by the other Italian workmen 
that under said contract the company did so at 
its peril—and more, was under a legal duty to 
see that all of these men should get their pro rata 
of the money for the coal they severally mined 
Guring the current month, as shown by the pre- 
scribed payroll. 

At all events, when Gulerino decamped with 
the cash, and these men were told by the com- 
peny that they could not get any money they 
promptly set up a howl, demanding money for 
their services. The fact that these were foreign- 
ers, probably most of them unable to speak or 
understand our language, made the situation more 
troublesome. 

And when they refus®@i to go to work until 
they got their pay, and in their crude way made 
known their intention to hold mine No. 3 for 
their contract term of five (5) years, and refused 
to surrender the mules and other equipment tu 
the employees and officers of coal company unti! 
their money was forthcoming, they evidently be- 
lieved they were acting within their legal rights 
under said fiVe (5) years contract; and had they 
been American workingmen, with a clearer know!l- 
edge of laws and court procedure, they would 
probably have appealed to the courts to protect 
them in what they considered their legal rights.

to their employers, and not to the employees, 
or to the state or general public. And Mitchell 
furnishes ,an apt fllustration of the evil of 
this custom. Sheriff Garmany, who made this 
man a special deputy, at the request of the 
coal company, himself has publicly stated that 
Mitchell was drunk half the time, and utterly 
incompetent, blame hereto also attaching to 
Garmany for appointing such a man. 

But, inasmuch as Mitchell was, in fact, a 
legally appointed acting deputy sheriff, the 
legal question arises, Was the governor em- 
powered by law to send military to quell 
riots, etc., upon the request of an acting 
deputy sheriff? We are advised by counsel 
that, manifestly, he was not. The governor, 
in his report to the house of represéntatives, 
as showing his legal authority for sending the 
troops, quotes certain sections of the state con- 
Stitution which makes the governor ‘‘com- 
mandéer in chief of the army,’’ etec., ‘‘a con- 
Servator of the peace throughout the state,’’ 
which has no direct bearing upon the precise 
legal question at issue, and he then quotes 
section i4 of the Military Code, as enacted by 
the general assembly, in the Acts of 1905. 

Section 14 is as follows: 

“Section 14. The governor shal! 
in case of insurrection, invasion, tumult, riot, 
or breach of the peace, or imminent danger 
thereof, to «rder into the active service of tne 
State any part of the militia that he pay 
deem proper, etc.’’ 


Regarding Militia. 


The previous seciicns of the act creating and 
regulating the military arm of the state, merely 
refer to the composition of .the Georgia mi- 
| litary—active and reserves; and section 14 only 
provides that in times of insurrection, etc., the 
governor shall have power to call ‘‘into the ac- 
tive service of the state any paft of the militia 
that he may deem proper’’—that is, either the 
‘““active’’ or uniformed national guard, or, if 
they should prove insufficient, he may call out 
the ‘‘reserves’'’—which latter constitutes every 
able-bodied male citizen of the state between 
the ages of eighteen (18) and forty-five (45) 
years, not specially exempt.

WO MURDERERS 
WILL BE HANGED
